Jury trial by law be preserved 
inviolate, the state expressed. 
A 
third statement addressed 
to the editors pledged legal as­ 
sistance to “ those editors who 
may 
have censorship 
imposed 
upon them because of their ef­ 
forts to fairly represent the best 
interests of the state.” 
The legislators w-ere urged by 
th** journalists to convene in a 
special session as soon as possi­ 
ble “ to ascertain 
the truth or 
falsity” 
of charges 
“ made fre­ 
quently in the past few months 
that the chief executive of the 
state had been guilty of specific 
violations of the laws and con­ 
stitution of the Btate.” 
The meeting was called today 
by Victor Baroetl, managing edi­ 
tor of the Tulsa Tribune, after 
conferences extending over sev­ 
eral days with editors thruout 
the state. 
Lilied Against the State 
“ The Governor's declaration is 
libel against th** state of Okla­ 
homa,” 
the statement charged. 
“There has not been any riot, 
insurrec tion, nor rebellion in any 
part of the state, nor have the 
civil authorities been defied or 
overthrown. No group of citizens 
have made a request for mili­ 
tary intervention. 
The criminal 
records of counties and cities in 
Oklahoma show that there has 
been less crime during the past 
year than in a^iy year ainee the 
war. Almost 
without exception 
the

were as peaceful and law abiding 
as any 
normal 
community in 
America when this proclamation 
was 
issued.

when martial law* was first in­ 
voke el in Tulsa county the forces 
of the National Guard have not 
been used in a single instance to 
quell any riot or civil commo­ 
tion.

To attempt to solve the prob­ 
lem solely by improving trans­ 
portation, the report said, would 
be “simply to transfer to tile rail­ 
road industry, the over-develop­ 
ment now seen in the coal in­ 
dustry and to necessarily increase 
freight rates. 
It was estimated 
that the railroads would entail 
an expenditure of $2,000,000,000 
if they set out to build up their 
equipment to the point where it 
could serve the peak demand for 
fuel, which would impose an ad­ 
ditional c h a r g e on coal of 
40 cents a ton.
